This is bow it is managed: First, 
you see, thu governor of a city or of a 
province never has 
a definite salary 
from the state—not at all. On the con­ 
trary, he pays the state treasury sev­ 
eral thousand dollars more or less for 
the privilege of being governor and of 
making w hat he can out of the enter­ 
prise. 
He is not an elected officer; he 
Is more like a “concessionaire” at one 
of your big expositions, who offers a 
large sum for a chance to run a res­ 
taurant or to provide Ice cream soda or 
cu mly.

An officer arrests your debtor and 
takes him before the governor’s sec­ 
retary for examination. 
Possibly he 
can convince that important personage 
that it Is not a just debt. 
If be can­ 
not do tlmt ho would better put all bis 
wits to work lo convince tbe secretary 
that poverty makes it qiute impossi­ 
ble to pay up. 
This Is where many of the 150 under 
employees get their chance.
